Plans Announced fcr Castleton Sum- -

mer School for Teachers.
A state Hummer school for teacher:;

will be liehl at Castleton normal J.
hcIiooI for three weeks, from dune 'J7
to July !.. The purpose of this sum-
mer school is to help those who are
teaching now to become better teach- -

rs. In t lie last few years, the im-

portance and value of this summer
school to Vermont teachers has grown
appreciably. Methods of teaching, act-u;- 1

1, practical suggestions will be giv-
en. Two recitations a day will be
given in each subject and thus six
weeks' work accomplished in three.
Kach day then' is a conference period
when the teachers are able to meet the
instructors for personal questions. The
expenses are slight. 'fin subjects
taught include all the leineutarv sub
jects ns reading, numbers, language,
spelling, music method in the primary
grades, drawing, history, geography,
nature study, arithmetic and English.

First Marching Regiment la the Most

Picturesque in the Entire
French Army.

PARIS, April 0. (Correspondence of
the Associated Press) There arc
about 600 Americans in the Foreign
Legion of the French army, so many

whom have petitioned to join the
flying corps that a squadrilla of Am-
ericans is being formed. These Am-

ericans, however, are only a handful
the actual number of foreigners who

have joined the Foreign Legion, the
First Marching Regiment of which is
probably the most picturesque in the
French army.

It is an inspiring sight to sec a regi-
ment of the legion on the march; Ne-

groes and blond Swedes go side by
side with swarthy Italians. Men who
have dined with kings and dwelt in
marble halls sink their identity un-
der a borrowed name and march with

Polish tailor or a cowboy from the
wild West.

All sorts of famous men have fallen
on the field of battle while fi ,'hting
with the Legion. Binet Valmer, from
the Argentine, the Luxembourg writ-
er, Sosthene Kurth, the son of Maxim
Gorky, Camilio Ramirez, from Vene-
zuela, a Columbian poet, Fernandez
do Bengoecla, another from Ecuador,
Rotlolfo Seminario, the novelist San-
chez Carraro. all fell for France on
the battlefields of Artois and Cham-
pagne.

The poet Ismail Urdometa was killed
in the Dardanelles while rushing a
Turkisli trench at the point of the bay- -

onet, ami the son of the Russian am- -

bassador at Paris, M. Isvolsky, was se-

verely wounded while figlitintr beside
Lieut. Alexis Comnene, the great-granelso- n

of the emperor of Trebizond.
Bob Scanlon, the negro boior, is with
the Legion, and Francois Faber from
Luxehbourg, the professional cyclist,
fell in action. So also did Alex Carter,
the famous steeple chase jockey. Win-

WASHINGTON, May 2. The admin

for the islands within four years was
lost last night iu the house. After vot- -

ing, 21' to 103, to strike out the Clarke
amendment, the house, by a vote of
231 to 17, passed as a substitute for
the entire measure the Jones bill, pro- -

viding for a greater measure of self -

government iu tho Philippines and car
rying a preamble deciarinc the mten- -

tiou of the United States to grant in-

dependence ultimately, but without fix-

ing a date.
Over the heated protest of adminis-

tration leaders, the house, by a vote of
20; to 134. instructed its conferees not
to agre to any declarations setting a
definite time for granting tho islands
their inderendence. Speaker Clarke
named Representatives Jones of Vir -

ginia am! Garrett of Tennesee, Demo -

crsts, and Towner of Iowa, Kcpubh -

can, as conferees.
Now the bill goes to conference be -

tween the two hou:s with the oppo- -

nents of the Clarke amendment satis
tied that it is dead, at least for this
session of congress.

sit up and take notice when some one tells
them from month to month just what to
expect at just what times, and about how
much. Now since 1 predicted the early
leaving of miow and frost without flood,
and great destruction, the Washington bu-
reau lias predicted rain or snow just H
times and the rain or snow hasn't got here
yet.

The New York Herald's weather predic-
tions are far ahead of Washington and in
the same time 11 rain or snow periods
have failed to materialize.

I leave it te you readers how my
turned out. Now for May. 1 do

not see prospects of much rain. I do see a
very heavy gras crop, but a dry May i.s

liable to heck it. somewhat. From the
11th to 14th of May there will be frosts,
heavy in lowlands. From lSth to 20th
(after a very hot period for May) more
frosty weather.

mobile traffic. It is proposed ultimate-
ly to provide oath public library in the
state with one of these mount?.

The specimens have boon collected
and mounted by the commissioner's
assistant in charge of insect suppres-
sion, Harold L. Bailer of Bradford.
Each mount contains an egg mass, a
caterpillar, a inalo and female pupa,
and a male, and feaiale moth. Printed
cards of explanation accompany thrm.

The pypsy moth is highly destruc-
tive in its caterpillar stage, both to
orchards and forest growths, and has
caused tremenelous damage in the other
New England states.

The fact that the line of its progress
since its introduction into Massachu-
setts has gradually eitended until it
now touches our eastern border, and
that several egg masses have been dis-
covered in the state, makes it impera-
tive that every effort be mad to pre-
vent the 'establishment of the pest
here.

For this reason it is hoped that peo-
ple will familiarize themselves with
the appearance of the insect in its sev-
eral stages by examining these speci-
mens, and that they will at once noti-
fy the commissioner of agriculture
should its presence be located or sus-

pected.
